Indifferent or ev asiv e du ring 
a 10 day thrill filled trial du ring 
which his cou nsel fou ght to pu t 
into the record the defendant’s 
own accou nt of scores of at­ 
tempts to despoil Peoria women, 
Thompson b rok e after the cou rt 
pronou nced sentence. Tears ap­ 
peared in the toolmak er’s ey es as 
he waited in Ju dge Joseph E. 
Daily ’s chamb ers for his retu rn 
to jail. 
The trial ended with an u nu s­ 
u al tou ch when Ju dge Daily , u n­ 
willing to wait while Ren Thu r­ 
man, Thompson’s attorney , was 
located, entered a motion for a 
new trial on b ehalf of the de­ 
fendant and set Au gu st 12 to 
hëair thé plea.

In spite of con stan t dem ag og ic claim s to the 
effect th a t th e w ealth of this cou n try is con cen ­ 
trated in the han ds of the few who ex ploit the 
m an y , the statistics pain t a differen t pictu re.

Hotel employes were quoted as 
saying there was nothing to in­ 
dicate that Dr. Bauer and J ones 
were acquainted. 
Mrs. Bauer, 23, arrived here 
grief stricken last night, accom­ 
panied by several Kirksville, Mo., 
police. She told the police here 
that early last week she saw 
Zenge and that he seemed sur­ 
prised when she told him she 
was married. 
“ He asked me if I were happy,” 
she said, “ and when I told him 
I was he just wished me luck and 
drove off in his car.” 
William Bauer, brother of the 
slain man, and his father, of 
Cleveland, arrived last night and 
told the authorities they would 
do anything possible to help 
solve the killing. They and Mrs. 
Bauer were asked to attend the 
inquest to be resumed this morn­ 
ing. 
The victim was driven to a 
Southside filling station in Chi­ 
cago early yesterday after the 
operation was performed.

mov ed one cy cad from the stone 
wall of the p ostoffice at Tolar 
and traded a marb le tomb for 
one tha t had marked a grav e in a 
ru ral cemetery 26 y ears. 
From his collection of p etri­ 
fied wood and fossils, Wolfe b u ilt 
an office b u ilding at his nu rsery , 
nam ing it ‘‘The Hou se T hat Time 
Bu ilt.”
